by law to hold.- The tax is not by the law 
made assessable upon policy holders 
or upon premiums paid in this State. 
Simply as a means of determining its 
amount it is provided that for each com- 
pany it shall be “‘asum equal to 1 per 
centum upon the gross amount of ‘premiums, 
interest, and other income, exclusive of 
rents, received by such company during the 
year ending the preceding 31st of December 
from persons residing in this State, or in- 
vestments represented by or based upon 
property situated in this State.” It will be 
seen that this 1 per cent. upon premiums, 
interest, &c., is simply a measure of the tax 
to be assessed upon each company, and in 
no way limits the source of the tax or the 
funds from which it is to be drawn. The 
general corporation tax on franchises is one- 
fourth of a mill for each 1 per cent. of 
dividends paid upon capital employed in 
this State, but no one pretends that it must 
be paid out of the dividends declared upon 
that portion of the capital employed within 
the State. 

But if it is claimed that the surplus of the 
insurance companies is made up of contri- 
butions from all the policy holders, both 
within and without the State; that they all 
have their equitable interest in it, and that 
those beyond the limits of the State should 
not have their share in it diminished by the 
payment of New-York taxes, it is certainly 
possible to divide and classify this surplus 
in such @ way as to ascertain precisely what 
yart of it stands as security for the New- 
York policy holders, and from that part alone 
the tax may be paid. If there is any real 
question as to the right of the companies 
simply to pay this tax from their general 
funds without regard to their -source, as 
they doubtless do pay their taxes on real 
estate, that question can be avoided by a 
partition of those funds as a mere matter of 
calculation and of bookkeeping so as to in- 
dicate those which do and do not represent 
the claims of New-York policy holders. We 
doubt if there is any necessity for this, but 
if law or equity requires that the tax shall 
come wholly out of payments that are or 
have been made by citizens of this State 
there is no difficulty in limiting it in this 
way without putting the burden upon pre- 
miums and interest yet to be paid. 

The claim that the companies would be 
obliged to impose the whole amount upon 
the new premiums of policy holders in this 
State is sheer pretense, intended to bring 
the demands of those policy holders to bear 
upon the Legislature as against those of the 
general taxpayers. The insurance fran- 
chise tax isin itself a moderate one. Two 
years ago the income of the companies, 
exclusive of rents, was over $17,000,000, 
more than $6,500,000 of which was de- 
rived from other sources than premiums. 
A large proportion of their policies 
represent time investments and not 
provision for dependent families “ against 
the contingency of premature death.” 
How profitable their business has be- 
come is shown in the great salaries paid, 
the costly buildings erected, and the profits 
allowed to agents. There is no hardship in 
requiring them to contribute in return for 
their privileges and their protection 1 per 
cent. of their gross receipts for the support 
of the State Government. The question 
just now is whether, not having paid their 
lawful taxes for seven years, they shall be 
relieved from them altogether and the gen- 
eral body of taxpayers be required to make 
up the deficit by additions to the burden 
upon their property. The Senators should 
seriously consider this question in the light 
of the interests of their constituents.

A DARK SUBJECT. 

The Brush Illuminating Company, which 
is now furnishing this city with electric 
lights at 70 cents each per night, wants to 
perform a like service for a further period 
at 25 cents, This is not wholly because the 
company is composed of philanthropists or 
patriots, but is in part explained by the 
willingness of other people to make money 
on the same terms. The Gas Commission 
will not close with any of these eager 
gentlemen before noon next Monday. 
Meanwhile it might not be labor lost if 
somebody should pay a little attention to 
the tricks of the trade. 

Outsiders of course labor under disadvan- 
tage in searching after truth, but the expe- 
rience of Brooklyn throws light on a dark 
phase of this subject. Brooklyn was to pay 
50 cents per night for electric lights of 
1,200 candle .power, each of which was to 
displace eight gaslights. As a matter of ex- 
perience each of them displaced only five 
gaslights, and there was a considerable 
deficiency in the street lighting appropria- 
tion. EuGENE LyncuH, President of the 
United States Electric Light Company, ex- 
plained the phenomenon in his testimony 
before the Bacon commission. The 1,200- 
candle-power lights really furnished no 
more than the light of 600 or 700 candles, 
and Mr. Lyncu felt hurt that the Citizens’ 
Company was making so much money in so 
discreditable a way. Mr. Lyncn’s company 
wants to furnish electric lights to this city 
at 50 cents per night. His lights, he testi- 
fied, are of 2,000 candle power. 

Perhaps they are, but, if it is not being 
too curious, it is quite proper to ask what 
that phrase means. Everybody knows 
with what ridiculous ease eight “ pint” 
bottles can be emptied into a one-gallon 
jar, whereas if it be attempted to pour the 
contents of an honest gallon measure into 
“pint” bottles—they not being rubber— 
eleven or twelve are required. So, too, most 
New-Yorkers know that the honest gentle- 
men who sell gas are quite above monkey- 
ing with the candle power which they dis- 
pense through pipes; they merely put on 
enough pressure to whirl around the gas 
mill in the cellar according to the de- 
mands of their balance sheet. President 
HENRY Morton, of the Stevens Institute of 
Technology, is our authority for supposing 
that there are tricks even in the electric 
light trade, and we ask the Gas Commission 
to be a little particular abont the “ candle- 
power” clause of the contracts, for reasons 
which will best appear from an extract 
from President MorTon’s report to the city 
of Bridgeport: 

“T had occasion some time since to measure 
the light of a number of the lamps used in the 
streets of New-York City and found that the best 
of them only reached 800 candles. It has been 
customary ever since the first introduction of 
electric lighting for the electric companies to 
call their ordinary street lights ‘ 2,000-candle- 
power lights,’ though they have not possessed 
any such actual efficiency. If, therefore, you 
were to hold your electric light company to 
the wording of their contract they might reason- 
ably claim that the term ‘2,000 candle power’ 
had become a technical expression, meaning 
only alight of the usual efficiency from 500 to 


1,000 actual candle power by direct measure- 
ment.” 


We hope some of the electric light gentle- 
men will make haste to contradict Presi- 
dent MORTON, and to assure the Gas Com- 
mission that “2,000 candle power” is to be 
taken to mean what it says and is not to 
be construed in any esoteric trade signifi- 
cance. 





THE BROOKLYN MAYORALTY. 

We are glad to see indications that the 
active Republicans in Brooklyn understand 
the situation made for them in the very im- 
portant canvass for Mayor that will have to 
be made this Fall. As was reported in our 
columns Monday morning, the Republican 
General Committee has been discussing its 
policy for this canvass for several weeks 
with a feeling that much will depend upon 
Republican success, not only this year, but 
in regard to the vote for President in Kings 
County next year. That is perfectly true, 
but we beg to remind them that any advan- 
tage they may getin the Presidential con- 
test must come from firmly putting aside 
all ordinary party considerations in the 
contest for Mayor. If they do this, 
and present to the voters of Brooklyn 
a candidate of such high character and such 
independence of judgment and business ca- 
pacity that the voters can have confidence 
in him, they will stand better for the na- 
tional contest than they otherwise would. 
But he must be presented on the ground of 
his known fitness and not because of his 
Republic “nism, and still less because of ' his 
adherence to any faction or any leader in 
the Republican Party. As this resolves 
itself into rather a complicated problem 
with remote and uncertain results so far as 
concerns the Presidential vote in 1888, per- 
haps it would be as well for our Republican 
friends to dismiss next year from their minds 
and devote themselves to electing a really 
good Mayor this year. 

That task, though not by any means des- 
perate, is not a simple or an easy one. The 
situation is likely to be a little mixed, and 
may be very much so. The Democrats have 
a heavy majority in Brooklyn. If a parti- 
san contest be made they would probably 

If the contest were a straight one be- 
tween the two parties they would be sure 
to win, a8 was shown by the election of 
Ripeway last year with a plurality over 
Mr. Tracy of some 12,000 and an absolute 
majority of over 9,000 over both Messrs.

CATTLE RAISING. 

The failure of SwaN Brothers, of which 
firm one member has been known as the 
“Cattle King of Wyoming.” seems at first 
sight to have some significant relation to 
the cattle business. This impression is only 
in part dispelled by the detailed story of 
the failure given in our dispatches. The 
immediate cause of the assignment was the 
failure of a man for whom the firm had in- 
dorsed to redeem his obligations. - More- 
over, the firm were not owners of cattle, but 
cattle brokers, 

Nevertheless, the failure testifies to a 
change in the business of raising cattle. 
An unexpected liability of $25,000 would 
not bankrupta “king,” and if his affairs 
had not been otherwise hopelessly involved 
he would have found no difficulty in ar- 
ranging a matter comparatively so trifling. 
It is to the depressed state of the cattle- 
raising industry that the failure is really 
due. 

There are several minor causes that have 
tended to produce this condition. The dis- 
putes and difficulties in the Chicago market 
have been serious for a trade already em- 
barrassed. But the most important and 
efficient of the immediate causes has of 
course been the loss inflicted by the ex- 
treme severity of the past Winter.

Money easily made is freely spent, 

and what should be only a check becomes a 

calamitous reverse. 

This is true of extensive disasters in all 
branches of business. The cattle trade, 
however, has been exceptionally unfort- 
unate in that its bad season coincided with 
the depression caused by the operation of 
economic laws. The pioneers in such an 
industry are very apt to reap enormous 
profits, and if they are prudent they can re- 
tire with substantial and permanent fort~ 
unes. Many of the earlier “cattle kings” 
have already done so. When their success 
is noised abroad capital seeks the new field 
of investment. The amount of business 
is increased and the rate of profit lowered 
by competition, until at length no more 
than the ordinary return can be expected. 
The business assumes the same footing with 
every other. In order to make it succeed at 
all shrewd and careful management is re- 
quired, small economies must be observed, 
and it must be recognized that the ** boom” 
isover. Those who are the earliest to rec- 
ognize this are the wisest and safest. 
Those who are unable or who re- 
fuse to recognize it suffer the con- 
sequences of their blindness or willful- 
ness. Even those industries with which 
fortune seemingly has most to do, such as 
gold mining, come at last to this condition 
and are subject to these limitations. It 
seems that the time has now come, or at 
least is very rapidly approaching, when the 
raising of cattle in the West will no more 
offer exceptional profits than the raising of 
wheat in the Middle States or the manu- 
facture of calico in New-England. 








4 FEAST OF REASON. 

At its last meeting the American Associa- 
tion for the Advancement of Science de- 
cided upon New-York as the place for 
its reunion this year. Some consterna- 
tion was the result, for the dates fixed 
are the 10th to the 16th of August. 
That week is spent in the hills, by 
the seaside, or in Europe by every one who 
can manage to escape from the city; those 
who remain are not prone to exert them- 
selves in any manner, physical or mental, 
other than in efforts to keep cool. The 
prospect of staying in town to listen to the 
lectures and papers, tomake one’s self agreo- 
able to the scientists of other: States, 
nations, and climes, is not calculated to 
warm the imagination and soften the heart 
of local scientists the most addicted to the- 
oretical altruism. 

Yet, as Prof. NEWBERRY said in his re- 
marks before a local committee of arrange- 
ments which gathered at Columbia Col- 
lege last night, there was never a time 
when an effort to interest persons of mind 
and mark in the association was more need- 
ful than the present. New-York is full of 
material for a scientific society, but the 
workers are isolated and have no rally 
point. He urged that the meeting of the 
Association for the Advancement of Science 
in New-York this Summer be used for the 
bringing together of scientific men into 
something more compact and mutually help- 
ful, something in short like a guild, and 
suggested that by interesting various 
classes of men in professions and occu- 
pations not strictly scientific great good 
would ensue, not to the association merely 
or chiefly, but tothe public atlarge. His 
idea is to give solitary laborers in various 
fields of science a place to meet and ex- 
change thoughts and at the same time pop- 
ularize science by making the public aware 
of the number and intellectual weight of 
the local scientists. 

Strange to say, New-York has never seen 
a meeting of the association. It was feared 
that a city whose reputation is that of the 
worship of money and pleasure to the ex- 
clusion of all else would be coldly con- 
temptuous toward science even when repre- 
sented by the best men of the day. So 
Philadelphia, Boston, even little Ann Ar- 
bor received and feasted the scientific 
and uplifted against this metropolis the 
proboscis of scorn. We fear it was this 
unkind spirit that caused the association 
to fix on August as the month for the next 
meeting. For then a failure would be most 
certain, and the dismal provincial prophet 
would be surest of a triumph. Under 
which circumstances there is nothing left 
to New-York but to gird her loins and make 
that August week the most interesting 
eventin all the association’s history. The 
scientific men are here in abundance to fur- 
nish the intellectual part, if they are ap- 
proached properly. The city itself has twenty 
times the attractions of any other town 
in North America, and doubtless the well 
grounded reputation of our citizens for hos- 
pitality will cause them to put themselves 
to some trouble in order to uphold the 
fame of the city. Let these bold bad 
scientists come. 








The proposition of the Manhattan Railway 
Company to appropriate by the grace of the 
Rapid Transit Commissioners another slice 
of the Battery Park, in addition to that 
portion which it has already been allowed 
to disfigure and render useless for park 
purposes by its unsightly structure,is one 
of the coolest pieces of impudence ever in- 
dulged in even by that grasping corpora- 
tion. The Commissioners seem to have had 
no seruple about laying out the new route 
for the accommodation of the company 
through the park, notwithstanding the 
fact that the Rapid Transit act of 1875, to 
which they owe their existence, and from 
which they derive all their authority to 
act, expressly forbids the invasion of any 
public park of this city by an elevated rail- 
road. Had such a gross violation of the law 
been attempted with regard to Central 
Park or Madison-square the indignation 
of the residents in the vicinity would 
have found vent in monster mass meet- 
ings and protests which no commission 
would have dared to disregard. The out- 
rage contemplated is none the less glaring 
because the Battery happens to be the pleas- 
ure ground of a population which is not

THE BIG OCAITLE FAILURE. 


LATEST PARTICULARS CONCERNING SWA 
BROTHERS’ AFFAIRS, 
CHEYENNE, Wyoming, May 17.—The fail. 
ure of Swan Brothers, live stock dealers, hag 
caused considerable excitement here. The lia 
bilities are estimated at $300,000. The Assignees 
say they are confident that every dollar of in 
debtedness can be paid off, provided they are 
given time, but if they are forced to dispose of 
the property in their nands the estate will not 
realize over 50 per cent. of the indebtedness. 
The assets consist of stocks, bonds, and real es- _ 
tate. The firm is interested in Omaha 


and Iowa realty and in several cattle 
companies. The companies are as fol- 
lows: Ogallala Land and Cattle Company; 
Swan Land and Cattle Company; Wyoming 
Hereford Association; Hillsdale Land and Cattle 
Company, and Cheyenne Land and Live Stock 
Companv. The failure will have no effect on 
these organizations, and will in no way affect 
the cattle interests of the Territory, inasmuch as 
the firm are not cattle owners. were 
heavy operaters in atock interests and might 
properly be called cattle brokers. Through 
them have been made some very heavy sales of 
land and cattle companies to foreign corpora- 
tions. The failure was brought about by the Ger- 
man Savings Bank of Davenport, Iowa, which 
issued an attachment for $25,000, the firm hav- 
ing gone security for an Iowa friend in that sum. 
They were already heavily involved, but not 
more so than they considered themselves capable 
of liquidating. A. H. Swan was in London nego- 
tiating with some English and Scotch capitalists 
for the purchase of the Consolidated Land and 
Cattle Company, which he had lately formed. 
The receipt of the news regarding the attach- 
ment wrecked his scheme. He immediately re- 
turned here to find the creditors pouring in on 
him. He made @ Gesperate struggle to regain 
his feet, and paid out in a few days over 
$85,000, but the demand became so strong that 
the firm were forced to succumb. The principal ° 
creditors are New-York and Chicago banks and 
the First National Bank of Cheyenne, the latter, 
however, to a comparatively limited amount. 
There are a number of small creditors whose 
claims will probably be paid in full. 

The firm of Swan Brothers was fermed in 

1872 by A. H. and Thomas Swan, of Iowa The 
firm prospered, and in the flush days of the cat- 
tle business pure a large number of neigh- 
boring ranches and herds until in 1883 Alexan- 
der Swan was universally known as the “ Cattle 
King of Wyoming.” The firm had branches a 
under the names of the Cheyenne Land and Cat- 
tle Company, Swan Brothers & Frank, the Ogal- 
lalla Land and Cattle Company, Swan, Cheshire 
& Co., and the Swan Land and éattle Company. 
The latter company was composed of Scotch and 
English capitalists, and A. H. Swan was man- 
ager at a salary of $10,000 a year. The corpora- 
tion wag the most extensive cattle company in 
Wyoming. In the past yearor two they have 
been stockholders only. Besides operating in 
cattle they have invested heavily in lands, ané 
were interested in mining tosomeextent. The 
feeling among the people here is universally in 
their favor. Mr. A. H. Swan was Vice-President 
of the First National Bank of Cheyenne, and is 
an energetic, vigorous, and plucky man of busi- 
ness, who is held in the highest esteem by the 
people of Wyoming.

THE GAS WORKS ODORS. 


.A LADIES’ COMMITTEE TRACKING BAD 
SMELLS TO THEIR SOURCE. 

A determined delegation from the Ladies’ 
Health Protective Association devoted several 
hours yesterday to an inspection of cas houses 
on the east side. “ Our object,” said one of the 
ladies, “is to get rid of the offensive odors that 
rise in invisible clouds from the gas houses and 
are blown directly into our homes. At times the 
odors are fairly sickening, and some nights they 
are 60 strong that we can’t sleep. There must 
be a remedy for this nuisance, and if the Board 
of Health will not exercise its authority we in- 
tend to find out the reason. More than one gas 


company has promised to adopt deoderizing 
processes. The most effective invention is quite 
expensive, and for that reason has not been gen- 
erally adopted, though it does not follow that.the 
companies cannot afford to make the outlay.” 

Superintendent Ripley, of the Consolidated 

Gas Company’s works on East Fourteenth- 
street, guided the party through the establish- 
ment, and took special pains to explain the deo- 
dorizing process employed. Tne delegation 
seemed well pleased with the methods employed. 
At the Consolidated Company’s works in East 
Twenty-first-street the delegation was also re- 
ceived courteously. Foreman O’Connell led the 
ladies through the cleansing department, but it 
was a trying ordeal. The top of a lime box had 
just been removed, and the air was almost sti- 
fling with poisonous vapors emitted from thelime 
—discolored by sulphur and carbonic acid. The 
system hereis not so elaborate or so effective as 
atthe company’s works in Fifteenth-street, but 
the company’s chemist, Dr. Lees, is experiment- 
ing on an improved apparatus, which he thinks 
will prove successful. : 3 

The committee found some difficulty in gain- 

ing access to the office of the Equitable Com- 
pany, at Forty-first-street, but finally were suc- 
cessful. The man in charge, when the visitors 
made known their object, declared that on a 
previous occasion when an ‘inspection was 
made, he had been misrepresented by somebody. 
““Wenever misrepresent,” said a diminutive 
member who wore eyeglasses and took enough 
notes to filla volume, “and we want you gas 
men to understand that you must stop these 
deadly smelis at any cost. Phew!” and the 
little woman gave @ sniff of disgust as the 
offensive gasses floated out on the morning air. 

The gas man said that everybody pitched into 
them, and made their lives so miserable by one 
complaint or another that 90 per cent. of the 
stockholders in the Equitable wanted to unload. 

“You are one of the men who promised to 
deodorize your gas so we couldn’t smell it up 
town. Why haven’t you done it? It would cost 
you only a few thousand.” This from the ag- 
gressive little woman again. 

The man protested that the company had spent 
thousands of dollars in experiments, and he 
himself had invented a system of deodorization 
which was being tried in the works. 

“Tt must be a very poor system, for your gas 
smelis as bad as ever,” was the comment of the 
irrepressible member of the committee. 

The ladies left the place in disgust, and con- 
cluded they would postpone further investica- 
tion until some other day.

The doctor’s daughter came to the 
door, aud Mason gave her a tongue lashing 
which badly frightened the girl,to whom he 
was a stranger, and which threw the villagers 
into such excitement that threats were openly 
made that tar and feathers would be plastered 
over Mason if he tried to preach to-morrow 
night. When the evangelist heard of this he re- 
plied that he would preach to-morrow night, 
and meant to stay in Park Ridge as a revivalist 
for six months, as he had originally intended. 

On Monday night, fearing that Mason and 
Switzer would try to steal amarch on the vil- 
lagers by opening a meeting in the tent, guards 
were stationed near the tent to preventany such 
occurrence.

CurcaGo, May 17.—A glimpse of the 
skeleton in the family of Joseph Shippen, a well 
known Chicago lawyer, and Elizabeth J. W. 
Shippen was disclosed in the courts here to-day. 
Shippen obtained a divorce from Mrs. Shippen 
three years ago by default, the charge being de- 
sertion. He was condemned to pay $1,000 a 
year alimony, and a like sum for the support of 
his daughters, Kathleen and Bertha, who

Mrs. Shippen, in excuse 
for not giving up the children, said that Kath- 
leen cannot endure a Chicago climate and would 
die if brought here, and all of the children re- 
fuse to leave her. 

To-day Mrs. Shippen filed another appeal, say- 
ing that she and her children are almost starv- 
ing in Oberhofen, Switzerland, without money 
and in debt for the necessities of life. Their bo 
went back to his father last Fall, and itis pd 
legea aiter being ill-treated was barred out of his 
house because he would not leave home. He got 
back through a window, and was then kept three 
days without food or fire, and Mrs. Shippen says 
the girls would share a similar fate if they were 
compelled to live with their father.

BURGLARS MAKE A RICH HAUL IN JOHN

A daring and successful burglary was 
committed early yesterday morning at the 
residence of John OD.

In the trial of the ejectment suit brought 
by Mrs. Mary Maud Watson against John D. 
Phyfe and James Campbell after some two 
hours of manceuvring ajury was obtained yes- 
terday, and ex-Judge George M. Curtis made the 
opening argument for the plaintiff. He ex- 
plained that Messrs. Phyfe and Campbell, 
even in case of an averse decision, 
were fully indemnified by the warranty 


deed of the property given them by John 
Charles Anderson. The latter, he said, would 
still be a wealthy man, even if he shared with 
his niece, Mrs. Watson, one-fifth of the property 
left him by his father’s will. The real question 
at issue was the validity of the will, under which 
John C. Anderson had inherited substantially all 
his father’s property and the granddaughter 
_ merely inherited the income of $20,000 for 

8. 

Judge Curtis then called Richard W. Steven- 
son, of the law firm of Lowrey, Stone & Auer- 
bach. He testified that previous to the purchase 
of the property A Phyfe and Campbell he had 
examined the title for them and had reported 
against the purchase, mainly on account of Mrs. 
Watson’s endeavors to break the will. 

Then Judge Curtis made a sensation by resting 
his case, and he surprised no one more than ox- 
Judge Arnoux and ex-Recorder Smith, the de- 
fendant’s counsel. Even Judge Lawrence looke 
astounded until Judge Curtis explained that the 
neglect of the defendantsin their answer to 
deny material allegations of fraudin the com- 
plaint had relieved him from the necessity of 
proving many things. The defendants had been 
warned by their own lawyer before they bought 
the property of the predicament which they 
might get into. They bought with their eyes 
open and that was enough. 

Judge Arnoux asked the court to order a ver- 
dict for the defendant, but Judge Lawrence re- 
fused, saying that the plaintiff had made out a 
prima facie case. Judge Arnoux made no open- 
ing argument, but at once called ex-Street Com- 
ma il Abraham Storms, a witness to the 
will. 

Mr. Storms said he had been an old and inti- 
mate friend of John Anderson. When Judge 
Arnoux began to ask about the execution of the 
will Judge Curtis objected, and Judge Law- 
rence finally ruled out all testimony relating to 
the making of the will. Judge Arnoux, however, 
persisted in! putting the questions to get ex- 
ceptions to take to the General Term of the Su- 
preme Court. To each Judge Curtis said, ‘‘I 
object.” Judge Lawrence said, ‘*‘ Objection sus- 
tained,” and Judge Arnoux said, ** I except.” 

Then Judge Arnoux offered in evidence a 
certified copy of the proceedings when the will 
was probated at White Plains. Judge Curtis, 
after examining it, objected to its admission be- 
cause it was imperfect. Judge Lawrence ad- 
mitted it, and Judge Curtis excepted. Judge 
Arnoux next offered John Anderson’s last will 
and testament, with codicil affixed. After some 
wrangling it was admitted. The reading of 
other documentary evidence closed the after- 
noon. 

To-day, it is said, the defense will call Mrs. 
Watson, the plaintiff, and subject her to a rigor- 
ous examination. It is expected that the trial 
will last two weeks,

THEY HEAR RUMORS OF A _ BUSINESS 
BLOCK IN THE SACRED STREET. 


Charles S. Smith, Executor of the Cas- 
well estate, was questioned last night in regard 
to the report that a building for business pur- 
poses was to be erected on the lot between the 
Stewart residence, at Fifth-avenue and Thirty- 
fourth-street, and the site for the New-York 


Club, at Fifth-avenue and Thirty-fifth-street. 
He said: 


‘The report is not without foundation. My 
wife, who was a Caswell, and myself think of 

utting up a building that will be a credit to the 
ocality. Our plans have not yet materialized. 
When they do it will give me pleasure to make 
public the details. We have obtained a permit 
to erect a building, and in all probability will 
carry out the idea some day.” 

The lot is 33 feet on Fifth-avenue and 150 feet 
fleep, with a slice back of the proposed New- 
York Club, Fifth-avenue residents in the vicin- 
ity look with intense disfavor upon the idea of 
the Caswell heirs, but however disagreeable a 
business building in that neighborhood would be 
to them they have no power to prevent its erec- 
tion except by purchasing the plot. 

Thus vom no very definite propositions have 
been received for the Stewart mansion, and 
its value as a private residence will, it is 
thought by some real estate men, be depre- 
ciated by the erection of a business buil ing 
adjoining. The New-York Club intends to re- 
construct the brick building on the upper corner 
of the block and make a model house of it. Con- 
tracts are being let now. The old building 
was for some years rented by the University 
Club. The rent was more than doubled, and 
the club removed to the old Union League 
clubhouse in Madison-square. From that time 
until the site was purchased by the New-York 
Club the house was without a tenant and the 
Caswell estate derived no revenue from the prop- 
erty.

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GOULD TELLS HIS STORY 


HOW HE GOT INTO THE UNION 
PACIFICO DEALS. 
READY TO SHOW HIS BOOKS AND TO 
STAND BY THE WISDOM AND JUSTICE 
OF EVERYTHING HE DID. 

‘There was such a crowd of spectators yes- 
terday at the hearing of the Pacific Railway Com- 
mission as that grave inquiry into the past had 
néver attracted before. Jay Gould was respon- 
sible, for it was he who took up most of the day 
and reviewed his experience in Western rail- 
roading for the benefit of the Nation. Mr. Gould 
was a charming witness. He never lost his self- 
possession, and at times he dropped into prac- 
tical philosophy. His only marks of nervousness 
were occasional rubbings of the hands together. 
When it was necessary to examine any docu- 
ments he put ona pair of gold-rimmed specta- 
oles, but he always pulled them off again very 
promptly. As Pacific Railroad memories run, 
Mr. Gould’s was “fair to middling,” that is, it 
seemed good enongh for that business, but not 
atrong enough to trust alone in the outside world. 

Bofore Mr. Gould was put on the stand Mr. 
John Pondir was allowed to tell some of the 
things he knows aboutthe railroads. He ex- 
pressed his opinion of men and things with an 

expressive and extensive yocabulary. When, in 


1865, he was urged to help the Union Pacific, he 
said, in five days he had formed a million-dollar 
syndicate. He had a plan for all the New-York 
banks to buila the road by putting in 5 per 
cent. of this capital. Daniel Lord gave a legal 
opinion that everything connected with the 
Union Pacifio was valid. It all depended upon 
the Bank of Commerce, but Charles H. Russell, 
¥ts head, while offering to loan $1,000,000 on 
Government scrip security, said he had no pewer 
to use the people’s money for railroad building. 
With the $2,000,000 the Union Pacific started 
well, but then the Boston people and the Crédit 
Mobilier camein. “They turned me out,” said 
Mr. Pondir. 

Mr. Pondir next had to do with the Union Pa- 
tific in January, 1867. The managers wanted 
to see what he could do for them, got him into 
their office, and said they could not get a twenty- 
seven-thousand-dollar check certified and must 
be belped out. They wanted $200.000 to pay 
coupons, and they had not gotit. The Directors 
were in the habit of borrowing money and get- 
ting 1 and 14s per cent. a day for it from the 
road. He helped them out with a check for 
$200,000, but to-day he did not know whether 
he dealt with the Union Pacific or the Crédit 
Mobilier. “Some of the Union Pacific Directors 
offered to divide with me,” Mr. Pondir declared, 
« John B. Alley offered to and [ kicked him out, 
Alley was an infamous rascal.” 

In 1869, Mr. Pondir said, he did everything 
for the Union Pacific Directors when they were 
enjoined from doing anything. He kept their 
securities in his office until they were permitted 
to go to Boston. Then he toid of the way 
the Union Pacific got the Utah Northern, hut did 
not bring out anything new. “I was taken into 
Henry Carnezie’s office one day,” he continued, 
“and introduced to Tom Scott. ‘There's a lot 
of bonds I promised Blaine to take,’ said Scott, 





who was to pay Blaine, and the Union Pacifico 
was to pay him. They were not Union Pacific 
bonds at all. They were other bonds.” 


“ Do you mean to say,’”’ Commissioner Littler 
demanded, * that Mr. Blaine got 80 or 82 orany 
number of bonds from the authorities of the 
pee Pacific for some illegitimate considera- 

on. ?”” 

“TI told you,” answered Mr. Pondir, ‘the 
bonds didn’t belong to the Union Pacific, but the 
Union Pacific had to pay for them. Tom Scott 
told me so.” Mr Pondir will show his books to 
the commission. . 

Mr. Gould had a little neuralgia with him, and 
spoke so low that he was heard with difficulty. 
A short autobiography led up to the fact that in 
the Spring of 1873 Horace F. Clark interestea 
Mr. Gould in Union Pacific, and he determined 
toinvest. Mr. Clark fell ill, grew worse, and 
sold his stock, Mr. Gould's orders just catching 
him. The stock kept going down until 1t stood 
ait 14, and the new owner felt nervous about his 
100,000 shares. There was a great floating debt 
at high interest, and $10,000,000 of bonds were 
coming due. To save himself he took up his 
share of the notes at legal interest, and after- 
ward the Directors joined in funding the debt. 
In April, 1874, he became a member of the board 
and of the Executive Committes. He had noth- 
ing to do with the Fisk suit, and only knew of it 
through the newspapers. 

* You deny any connection with that suit?’ 

“ Wes, Sir, emphatically.” 

Wr. Gould first bought Kansas Pacific stock in 
1878. He knew of no consolidation plans as 
a, as 1875, but might have seen something in 

papers about such an arrangement. He 
knew Thomas A. Scott then, but never talked 
with him about a consolidation. Nor did Mr. 
Gould recollect any agreement in 1875 looking 
te aunion of the operations of the Kansas Pa- 
cific and the Colorado Central. ‘The latter was 
not exactly arival of the former’s Denver Pa- 
cific. It was alink and Mr. Gould picked upa 
imap and showed the commission where it ran. 
Be was asked if he remembered the Union 
Pacific and Kansas ~-Pacitic agreement, 
made in New-York in 1875 by which the capital 
of the Kansas Pacific was to be increased to 
$20,000,000 and the issue of $5,000,000 
in bonds authorizea to cancel the Colorado 
Central stock, the balance to be divided up 
among the Kansas Paciiice holders. He sail 
that it was never consummated. in 1875it was 
plain that the Kansas Pacific was trying to get 
pro rata allowances, and the Union Pacitic was 
resisting. Possibly, after all, he did see Mr. 
Scott, for the &t. Louis people in Kansas Pacific 
put much faith in him. ‘The Colorado branch 
‘was built before the 1878 pool, but whether it 
greatly affected Kansas Pacific earnings Mr. 
uld did not know. Hehad an indistinct rec- 
ollection of a scheme in 1875 for the Union 
Pacific to give up to the Kansas Pacific Colorado 
local trace, and for the Kansas Pacific to yield 
its demands for pro ratas west of Cheyenne. 

In 1878 Mr. Gould held 200,000 shares of 
Union Pacific. Mr. Morosini kept his books 
then. They were at the service of the Commis- 
Bion. The sight of the Kansas pool agreement of 
1878 recalled its existence to the witness’s mind, 
and he remembered that he signed for $694,000 
funding bonds, $47,050 uustamped and $2,143,- 
700 stamped income bonds, and $160,000 of the 
second land grants. The stamped bonds were 
entered at 30, prubably more than the gr he 
— the St. Louis people forthem. P. J. Good- 

and John Hanna were brokers who might 
have dealt in them. His books, of which Mr. 
Gould offered the committee any amount of use, 
would tell all about the transactions. The pool 
Was devised to harmonize the interests of the 
different securities, and was a preliminary step 
to the consolidated mortgage. At first the idea 
‘Was to retire all juniors at scaled rates and issue 
stock, but people did not take kindly to it, and 
80 the consolidated mortgage was finally resort- 
ed to. .Mr. Gould dia not remember ever read- 
ing the mortgage before the Commission put it 
into his handa. By the change the seventeen- 
million-dullar debt was sc2led down to $4,855,- 
000, a sum it was thought the road could 
manage. 

“When was the agreement modified to mort- 
gage shape?” asked Mr. Anderson. 

**Before May, 1879. Outsiders wouldn’t take 
stock.” 

“You wanted to get the outsiders in ?” 

“It was necessary to get everybody in.” 

Judge Usher drew the mortgage and Mr. 
Gould conferred with him about it. Nothing 

* was alowed on the five interest warrants over- 

due, because it was desirable to keep the new 
mortgage as low as possible. Of the fundin 
bonds Gould hela $694,000, Ames $383,000, an 
Dillon $96,000. Mr. Gould did not remember 
who managed the figures and the securities of 
the pool, nor was he sure he actually delivered 
his securities. Controller Mink was asked if the 
sertificates were in the Union Pacific office, but 
he did not think they were. 

The one-million-two-hundred-thousand-dollar 

tf pee otf Kansas Pacific securities from the 

t Louis party, of which Russell Sage testitied 

he took one-sixth, Mr. Gould talked about next; 

his statements being practically that the Bt. 

Louis folks were tired out and wanted to sell, 

and he accepted their proffer. He also got 

42,000 shares of stock at 124. After the con- 

solidated bonds were got out the stock was 

issued from the pool to the holders. In Decem- 

ber, 1879, Gould held 80,000 half, or 40,000 

full shares of Kansas Pacific stock. The Kan- 

sas Pacific had been badiy managed, and was 
way down in the rut. Its credit was poor. In 

July, 1879, the witness went to Amsterdam to 

see the holders of securities there. He did not 

like to go, because time was money, and he was 
afraid the Dutch capitalists would have to 
smoke ali day before deciding whether to sell or 

mot. But he reached Amsterdam one day at 9 

o’elock in the morning, met the capitalists at 11, 

and at 12 had bought them out. He took $2,000,- 

000 Denver Pacific bonds at about 75. On Sept. 

9 he let Russell Sage havo some at the same 

price. Before the consolidation his Kansas Pa- 

cific securities had been exchanged for consoli- 
dated bands. 

At this point Mr. Gould was allowed an hour 
to eat lunch and refresh himself, and when he 
came back the first part of his time was given 
to statements of his investnients in the branch 
securities, which he had handed to the Commis- 
Bioners. In substance these statements said that 
of St. Joe Bridge bonds Mr. Gould bought $7384,- 
000 at 75, paying altogether $586,940 between 
April 26 and May 20,1879. On Oct. 15 he sold 
Russell Sage $50,000, and on Nov. 1, Sidney 
Dillon got $100,000, both at 75. On Jan. 24, 
1880, Gonid had $634,000 of the bondson hand, 
which had cost $474,440. OnJune 20, 1879 he 
bought 4,000 shares of stock for $6,000. On 
Jan. 24,1880, these securities were exchanged 
for 6,340 shares of Union Pacific stock at par. 

Between June 12 and Oct. 16, 1879, Gould 
bought from various sources 59 certificates of 
the Receiver of the St. Joseph and Denver Pa- 
cific Railroad for $60,695. These went into the 
consolidation in exchange for 590 shares of 
Union Pacitic stock at par. His St. Joe and 
Denver stock, bought between Feb. 27 and Nov. 
3, 1879, amounted to 8,519 shares, of which 3,806 
‘were sold to’ Russell Save, F. L.’ Ames, Sidney 
Dillon, Ezra F. Baker, Elisha Atkins, F. Gordon 
Dexter, Haas Sale, 8. H. H. Clark, and Hallgar- 
ten & Co. This left him 5,613 shares, which 
‘went in for 1,002 Union Pacific shares at par. 
His 8t. Joe and Denver first mortgage bouds, 
bought between Jan. 14 and Nov. 3, 1879, 
amounted to $1,562,886 98, and cost $603,204 78, 

to Bussell Sage and others took $617,000 








and bronght in 800. The balance, $945,- 
886 98, (cost 8356 101 78,) went into the con- 
solidation for 9,568 shares of Union Pacific at 
par. 

Mr. Gould said that at the consolidation he 
had oe ad of Kansas Pacific consols and 


1,000, of Union Pacific collateral sixes. 
® gentlemen who botight bri bonds held 
them, he thought, unt © consolidation. He 


built the Hastings and Grand Island Road at a 
cost of $220,639 25, the Union Pacific acting as 
his agent. It was bonded for ae and 
4,000 shares of stock were issued. In 1879 he 
sold large blocks of Union Pacific to Addison 
Cammack and others, so that while he held 170,- 
000 shares at the beginning of the year, at the 
end he must have sold down to 27,000 shares. 

Then Mr. Gould made an explanation. “TI 
don’tthink,” he said, “on Jan. 20, 1880, the books 
showed I held 20,000 shares. By a Massachu- 
setts law anybody with a claim, irrespective of 
its validity, might attach all of one’s stock and 
make it valueless asa collateral. I had some 
litigation then and had the stock put outof my 
name. I converted 27,000 shares of Union Pa- 
cific stock into the new company; 12,000, I 
think, stood in Dillon’s name, the rest in Moro- 
sini’s. Of the new stock I got 99,000 shares 
from all sources.” 

*“ Between Feb. 2 and Maroh 15 you had sold 
all but about 1,600 shares?” 

“The Union Pacific books might so state, but 
it wouldn’t prove that I had distributed it. 
After the Thurman bill came up my policy was 
that it was better for the road and for me for 
many to do the walking than for me. The con- 
solidation sent the stock up 30 points and I was 
able to carry out my plan. There wasn’t 
enough to go round then,” concluded Mr. Gould, 
with a reminisovent chuckle. 

Transfers of 20,000 shares each were made to 
Messrs. Morosini, Maltby, and Stevens, but that 
did not necessarily show any change of interest. 
Mr. Gould signed the letter asking Humphreys 
and Dodge to report on a consolidation, but 
while they were investigating his interests 
changed, for on Novy. 18, 1879, he bought the 
Missouri Pacific to protect the Kansas Pacific. 
For the consolidation the past was no criterion. 
The Union Pacific was then charging very high 
Tates, and it was allowed constructive mileage 
of two to one by roads east of Omaha, and this 
was liable to disappear. The Kansas Pacific was 
on rock bottom and couldn’t get any worse, 

‘Would it have been fair to ignore the past ?” 
he was asked. 

“We should consider the future more. I’ve 
always dealt in futures. That’s the way I’ve 
made my money. When I bought my first rail 
road I gotits bonds at 10. I built it up and sold 
the stock at 125.” 

When he received Messrs. Humphreys and 
et Sy report Mr. Gould’s interest had changed, 
and he did not favor consolidation. He had re- 
signed from the other. companies’ boards after 
getting the Missouri Pacific. ith Mesers. Ames, 
Dexter, Dillon, and Sage he had no consultation 
until he had resigned. They became greatly 
alarmed atareport that he would extend the 
Missouri Pacific to Ogden, and came to see him 
inabody. ‘‘I would have given them a check for 
a million,” he said to the commission, *‘ not to 
have to put that consolidation through. I told 
them so then, and since I have said that offer is 
open to them yet if they’d put me back where I 
was then. They wouldn’t let me go out of the 
room till I had signed a paper to carry out the 
consolidation. If it hadn’t been for that visit 
T’'d have carried my Missouri Pacific through.” 

Mr. Gould first met Judge Dillon in 1879, and 
rather claimed the honor of suggesting him for 
counsel for the Union Pacific. Probably he saw 
the Judge about some of the matters involved 
in preparing the consolidation papers, but did 
not furnish him with any data, which probably 
came from the officers of the companies. It 
was uvt a surprise to him to be made a Director 
of the new company, for he was asked by Mr. 
Ames and Mr. Dillon to take the place. The 
gentlemen who won the paper from him did not 
pledge him to be a Director. He was put in 
naturally as a large holder. The executive 
committees probably fixed the board. Con- 
solidation was assured after Jan. 15, 1880, for 
then he signed the agreement not to interfere, 
and he held the control of the Kansas Pacific. 
The fateful document was probably. in Boston 
now, for Mr. Dexter carried itoff. It was: an 
agreement toa consolidation on certain terms 
about the stock, and the method of paying for 
the branches being the arrangement afterward 
carried out. ' 

After Jan. 15 Mr. Holmes came to see Mr. 
Gould about the suit to get the Denver Pacifio 
stock out of the trust of which Messrs. Gould and 
Sage were Trustees. The witness remembered 
an interview with Mr. Holmes very well. “It 
came out in the talk,” he said, ‘that there was 
$4,000,000 of the stock, I had $1,000,000 and 
$3,000,000 was in trust. I said ’d putin my 
stock at 10—just what I’d paid for it—if the 
trust stock brought $500,000. Oh, I remember 
it very well, indeed. You see, I put mine in at 
10 and bought it back two days later at par. 
That impressed me—wouldn’t it have impressed 
yout If Mr. Holmes could get $500,000 allow- 
ance by an order of court, as Trustee, I’d agree 
to taking the stock outot the trust. I think the 
Trustees ha@ Vanderpoel, Green & Cuming as 
“sR Mr. Vanderpoel was my personal coun- 
sel.”’ 
Mr. Gould told about the progress of the suit 
during which he trusted to his lawyers to verify 
the complaint and for other matters. He re- 
called Mr. Calef’s affidavit setting forth the tinan- 
cial condition of the Denver Pacific. 

‘* You knew that if extricated the stock would 
be converted into Union Pacific stock. Why did 
you not see that it was restored to the trust?” 
asked Mr. Anderson. 

*The new company would not have allowed 
it. It would not have been fair tothe stockhold- 
ers. We putthe Denver stock into the consoli- 
dation because it was thought it would be more 
symmetrical to putin the stock of all the com- 
panies. Another plan was to putin the Denver 
at a nominal price; another to foreclose the 
bonds. The stock’s only value was given it by 
the new company’s name on it.” 

‘“‘As Trustee wasit not your duty to get full 
value for the Denver Pacific stock ?” 

“We took the only way. Without the new 
company’s name the stock was valueless. Other- 
wise the Denver Pacific would be wiped out. I 
did my duty.”

“The latter would not have been proper or 
just. The Trustees stood this way—they could 
get $500,000 or nothing at all. What was their 
duty? It was plain.” 

“Were you informed that Mr. Dillon had 
sworn that the stock, if extricated from the 
ot be worth only $200,000 or $300,- 

“T don’t think so. Dillon didn’t tell me that 
he had been before the Referee. I paid no at- 
tention to the details. What we did was wise, 
and I am willing to take the responsibility for it 
that day or this day or any other day.” 

Mr. Gould had been four hours on the stand. 
It was time for everybody to take a rest, and 
the hearing was adjourned to this morning.

Contracts, other than thosein the 
“regular way,” due on Saturday will be settled on 
Friday or the next preceding basiness day. This 
order will not be made permanent till after Exchange 
officers confer with the Clearing House Association 
as to its advisability and practicability. 


The half-holiday Jaw is creating some commotion 
among the banks, and it appears as if the decision of 
the Clearing House Association to pay no attention 


to the law would not be binding on allot its mem- 
bers. The National Park Bank has notified its de- 
positors that it will close at noou on Saturday, and 
itis assumed that its action will result in another 
meeting of the Clearing House Association to reach 
a decision satisfactory to all the banks.

REBUKING. THE ALDERMEN | 


MAYOR HEWITT AND ‘THE 
ELHOTRIO LIGHT COMBINE. 
A RESOLUTION TO HELP THE CITY’ WHICH 
THE ALDERMEN LOADED WITH CRIP- 
PLING CLAUSES. 


Mayor Hewitt took hold of the electric 
light “ combine” in the Board of Aldermen yes- 
terday and shook out of some of the members a 
few silly and in part untruthful statements in 
excuse for the failure to cheapen the cost of 
lighting the streets of the city by electricity. 
The Mayor prepared a resolution to be intro- 
duced at the meeting of the board which, if 
passed, would relieve the Gas Commission from 
the embarrassment of having to award con- 
tracts to companies whose charges have been 
excessive and to whose interests the members 
ofthe “combine” appear to be friendly. The 
resolution provided that the consent of the 
Board of Aldermen to string or lay wires should 
be granted toall companies which have applieé 
to the board for a franchise. \ 

The Mayor then sent for Alderman Dowling, 
who has been the champion of the monopolistic 
companies in the Common Council. Mr. Hewitt 
“read the riot act” to the Alderman, telling 
him that it was his duty to aid the city in having 
the public lighting cheapened. “If you don’t 
vote for this resolution of mine,” continued the 
Mayor, “Iwill know why you don’t. I won’t 
let the Board of Aldermen act in the way it has 
been acting without making an effort to see that 
a different course is pursued. Iam told that 
you are at the head of this business, and I want- 
ed to see you and tell you what a mistake you 
are making. You ought to pass this resolution 


and put the city in a position whereitocan award 
the contract to the lowest bidders.” 

The Mayor kept his eyes fixed upon Mr. 
Dowling, and the latter was apparently very un- 
comfortable under the steady gaze. Finally he 
murmured something about having some per- 
sonal opinions on the subject, when the Mayor 
turned on him and said: 

“TI don’t care what your personal opinions 
are. It is your duty to pass this resolution, and 
if you don’t do it I propose, backed by public 
opinion, to find out the reason of your refusal.” 

Alderman Dowling went up stairs to the Com- 
mon Council Chamber, where he was just in 
time to hear the Mayor’s resolution read, it hav- 
ing been introduced by President Beekman. 
Alderman Mooney moved that the resolution be 
referred tothe Committee on Lamps and Gas. 
President Beekman, who left the chair in order 
to save the resolution from burial in committee, 
said that the Aldermen should look the matter 
squarely in the face, and not shirk responsibility 
by referring the resolution to a committee. The 
Mayor had prepared the resolution in the inter- 
est of the city and on behalf of the members of 
the Gas Commission, and it was proper that it 
should be adopted. The city would gain thou- 
sands of dollars a year if the electric light con- 
tracts could be awarded to the lowest bidders. 

Alderman Flynn, who said he favored the res- 
olution, supported the motion of Alderman 
Mooney to refer it toa committee. He suggest- 
ed that the committee be requested to make a 
report at a special meeting to be held Satur- 
day next, 50 that action could be taken before 
the meeting of the Gas Commission Monday. 

Alderman Conkling favored immediate action. 
The adoption of the resolution would save the 
city about $65,000 a year. 

Alderman Mooney made another speech, in 
which he said that Alderman Conkling had 
voted against the Harlem and East River Com- 
panies when their applications for franchises 
were before the board. He was always willing 
to consider the applications of legitimate com- 

anies, but he did not propose to help a lot of 
blackmailing concerns into a fortune. 

Alderman Oakley took pains to say that he had 
never taken any “ boodle,” and said that he de- 
fied THE NEW-YORK TIMES and didn’t care a rap 
forit or any other newspaper. He didn’t pro- 
pose to be bulldozed~into voting for the new 
franchises and he would vote not to grant them, 
just to spite THe Trwes. Then he went on to 
tell of the high motives that should influence an 
Alderman in casting his votes in the board. 

A motion to adjourn was made, but Alderman 
Van Rensselaer raised the point of order that 
the motion was not germane to the resolution 
under consideration. He said that the board 
could not, even by adopting the resolution, re- 
pair the injury done by a failure to grant fran- 
chises at the previous meeting of the board. So 
far as possible the Aldermen should make rep- 
aration to the city. 

Alderman Walker moved to amend the resolu- 
tion so that the franchise be granted on condi- 
tion the companies pledge themselves to charge 
the same price to private consumers that they 
charge the city. 

Alderman Dowling said that his understanding 
of the resolution was that it would simply let in 
two companies, 

President Beekman said that that was not so. 
It would let in all the companies. 

Alderman Dowling said that he had been in- 
vestigating the electric light problem, and had 
come to the conclusion that the interest of the 
city would best be served by not granting fran- 
chises to any of the new companies. 

Aldermen Mooney and Oakley favored Alder- 
man Walker’s amendment. A vote was first 
taken, however, on the motion of Alderman 
Farrell to let in all companies whether they 
have applied for franchises or not. This was 
lost by the following vote: 


Yeas.—President Beekman, and Aldermen Conk- 
ling, Farrell, Goetz, John Murray, Quinn, Sanford, 
Van Rensselaer—8s. 

Nays.—Aldermen Bennett, Cowie, Dowling, Ficke, 
Fitzgerald, Flynn, Holland, Long, Moousy, Joseph 
Murray, Oakley, Smith, Tait, Walker—1l4. 

Alderman Walker’s motion was then taken up 
after the Committee on Lamps and Gas had been 
directed to report at a special meeting of the 
board to be held on Friday. The motion was 
adopted by the following vote: 

Yeas—Aldermen Bennett, Cowie, Dowling, Farre!l, 
Ficke, Fitzgerald, Flynn, Goetz, Holland, Long, 
Mooney, Oakley, Tait, Smith, Walker—15. 

Nays—President Beekman, and Aldermen Conk- 
ling, John Murray, Joseph Murray, Quinn, Sanford, 
Van Rensselaer—7. 

The Mayor’s resolution therefore was sent to
